self. 

The convict, identified by war- 
den Tennison Dennis as Herman 
L. White, 40, is serving one year 
for “interfering with the custody 
care and control of a ferale 
jchild” in Jefferson county. 

In relating the incident, Den- 
nis said that several days before 
White’s attempted suicide, he 
began acting funny and yelling 
that someone was going to kill 
him, Dennis explained that Wh- 
ite was locked in a cell by him- 
self for his own protection and 
the safety of the other inmates. 

Later in the week, a guard 
discovered White setting fire to 
a pile of papers in his cell. The 
euard immediately put out the 
blaze with a bucket of water, but 
when he tried to enter the cell, 
lhe found that the convict had 
jammed the door on the inside. 
Then, with the guard calling for 
help, he proceeded to slash his 
wrists with a razor blade. Not 
satisfied with this, he attempted 
to hang himself with a sheet be- 


fore guards finally broke into 
the cell.
